Recently  about  325  junior 
high,  senior  high  and  college 
youths  took  part  in  a smoking 
attitude  survey.  The  scope  of  the 
sampling  program  covered  Salt 
Lake  and  Utah  Counties. 

Youth  concepts  expressed  on 
the  questionnaires  covered  the 
extent  of  smoking  as  compared 
to  those  who  were  non-smokers. 
Group  and  family  influence  in 
smoking  practices  and  non- 
smoking attitudes  were  evident. 
The  impact  of  negative  and  pos- 
itive influences  was  felt. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  writer, 
the  striking  manner  in  which 
young  people  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
— in  this  geographical  area — fol- 
lowed the  Word  of  Wisdom  re- 
garding smoking  attitudes  is 
grately  evident  in  comparison  to 
non-Mormon  communities. 

Attitudes  Expressed 

“Some  of  my  friends  smoke, 
but  this  doesn’t  bother  me,”  one 
teenager  explained.  ‘‘Sure  my 
friends  smoke  around  me,  but 
their  smoking  practices  turned 
me  against  smoking.” 

He  went  on  to  say,  “I  wouldn’t 
gain  any  more  prestige  with  the 
high  school  crowd  that  I go 
around  with.  On  the  contrary,  I 
would  stand  out  in  the  wrong 
light  if  I used  tobacco.  I feel 
that  I can  be  a regular  guy  with- 
out smoking.” 

On  the  other  hand  another 
youth  expressed  his  attitudes  in 
the  behalf  of  smoking.  “When  I_ 
smoke,  I enjoy  it  — that’s  why 

I smoke  cigarettes,”  he  said. 

“I  was  pretty  young  when  I 
started,”  he  continued.  “I  began 
even  before  I went  to  junior 
high.  I was  with  some  of  the 
boys,  I guess.  We  teamed  up  and 
bought  a pack.” 

“Sometimes,”  he  concluded,  I 
smoked  a pack  and  a half,  .or 
even  two  packs,  in  a day’s  time, 
depending  on  where  I was.  I 
don’t  feel  that  I regret  smoking. 

I I know  what  they  can  do,’^’

A teenage  girl  said,  “Girls 
shouldn’t  date  boys  that  smoke.” 

“Whenever  I smoked,  I did  it 
to  show  off,”  one  boy  explained.
